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MY 1976 GALASDER by Lloyd E. Wagaman #33 

Camby, Indiana 

I have had the idea in mind for several years to make an elon¬ 
gated coin with an entire years calander on it. It seems something 
else always came up that caused the calander to get pushed further 
behind. I always figured that as long as I had it in mind that some 
day it probably would get done. Well, I'm happy to say that I fin¬ 
ally got the job done and the results is a coin of which I am ex¬ 
tremely proud of. I consider it my best work in the field of elong- 
ateds. This coin is rolled on the new Bicentennial Half Dollars and 
the die is appropriate size measuring 28x57mm from outside of border 
to border. The engraving of the die took me in excess of 45 hours 
with much wear and tear on both, my fingers and eyes. There are over 
750 digets on the calander and the engraving was of course all done 
by hand. You can be sure I was glad when that job was behind me. 

Several years back there was a roller that made a series of 
calanders for an entire year with one month on each coin. Twelve 
coins to make the full year. As far as I know this new coin of mine 
is a first in having the entire year on one coin, even though it was 
necessary to use half dollars. To have used a smaller coin the en¬ 
graving would have been so small it would have been necessary to use 
a glass to read it. 

When a die engraved to a cent size is rolled on a larger coin, 
usually one time elongation thru the rollers is sufficient, but to 
roll a die of this size it was necessary to first roll the half dol¬ 
lar thru a two blank rollers, getting approximately £ of the elong¬ 
ation on the first roll. Then this partially elongated coin was run 
thru a second time using the engraved roller. This may sound like 
the long way around, but to squeeze a half dollar down so long, this 
takes a lot of power and the double roll proved to be real success¬ 
ful. Also my scrap halves was less than 2^ and of course we can’t 
afford to scrap many half dollars. 

I have nearly a hundred approval customers to whom this coin 
was sent on approval and their complimentary remarks about it have 
been overwhelming. It makes me feel that all the work necessary to 
produce the Calander was worth-while and I am real proud to add it 
to my list of productions. 

Even with the many hours spent in producing this piece it still 
ended up with an error. Although I thought every detail had been 
double checked. It seems I added an extra day in June. Leap year 
gave an extra day to February, but I can’t think of any good reason 
to add one to June. 

At any rate, I’m proud of my coin. Hope all that get one of 
these coins will enjoy it.

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ELONGATES FOR WORLD’S FAIR COLLECTORS MEETING-by Micheal Pender #281 

Garden City, N.Y. 

In December 1975 an elongated coin was issued to commemorate 
the first annual meeting and bourse of the World’s Fair Collector's 
Society. This meeting was held at the District 65 Center in New York 
City on December 6, 1975. There were approximately 400 people in¬ 
terested in World’s Fair memorabilia attending. 

The elongated souvenir struck for this occasion featured the 
words "EXPO 75” and the trylon and perisphere of the 1939 New York 
World’s Fair and the Unisphere of the 1964 New York World's Fair. 
This issue consisted of 400 elongated pennies, plus 20 sets of pen¬ 
nies, nickels, dimes and quarters. Sales of these collector’s items 
at the door were very brisk and a large number of those available 
were sold, particularly the sets of four different denominations. 
Only a few of the sets are still available. Anyone interested can 
order the elongated coins from my full page ad elsewhere in this TEC 
News, the July issue. 

The World's Fair Collector's Society is an organization formed 
by four dedicated collectors in 1968. One of the founders was Mr. 
Ernest Weidhaas, author of the excellent book on the medals (includ¬ 
ing elongated coins) of the 1939 New York World’s Fair. The Society 
currently has approximately 250 active members many of whom special¬ 
ize in the elongated coins which have been issued over the years for 
the various world's expositions. 

Just completed is an issue of twenty different elongated coins 
honoring the various anniversaries from 1971 to 1976 of the various 
world's fairs. The last quite appropriately, was an elongated com¬ 
memorating the 100th anniversary of the Centennial Exposition in 
Philadelphia in 1876. This elongated features the arm of the Statue 
of Liberty which was on display at that fair.

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DETECTIVE WORK IN COLLECTING by Glen Tye TEC #630 

Laurence Harbor, N.J. 

Collecting elongated coins can be fun and it is a challenge, 
which also involves some detective work. You have to do a lot of leg 
work at the flea markets and all the coin shows you can attend. Yet 
its a lot of fun even though it can be very expensive sometimes. 

The detective work involves, who made or rolled the particular 
elongated coins. Many elongated coins if examined closely with a 
good magnifying glass, you will find some initials. Usually they 
are those of the roller, or the person that has issued the elongated 
coins. Not all the newer elongated coins have the initials on them. 
Very few of the older elongated coins had any initials on them. 

When looking for the initials, where do you look? I guess it 
could be anywhere on the coin. Lets say for instance, it could be 
somewhere near the border of an elongated coin, top or bottom. On 
one of my elongatedcoins I found the tiny letters L.W. These were 
the coins I ordered from Lloyd E. Wagaman. When you examine all the 
coins he has rolled you will find the L.W. somewhere on his nicely 
engraved coins. 

Now lets say you found a C7 on an elongated coin and you find 
out it is a roller named Cee Ceven. Now you have to find an address 
which I am looking for, so I can get a list of coins that he has 
available. This is part of the detective work. 

The challenge of collecting elongated coins is to select a sub¬ 
ject or subjects and then try to find every elongated coin with 
that subject on it. I have received help from a local TEC member, 
Jack Wilcox who has been a big help to me. Our TEC president, Sally 
Kirka has also been a very big help to me. Thank you one and all.

This was a centennial item, commemorat¬ 
ing a historical drama involving a very ordinary dog. 

A young boy, Charles Burden lived in Warrensburg, Missouri in 
1869. A neighboring farmer, Leonidas Horsby shot and killed the 
boy's dog, "OLD DRUM", because they were crossing his farm. The 
heart broken young boy with tears streaming down his face, went into 
town to see a newly arrived young attorney, George Graham Vest. He 
told the young attorney that he wanted to sue Mr. Horsby for $500.00 
for killing his dog. After hearing the full story, Mr. Vest agreed 
to file the suit. 

The trial opened with the young boy on the stand, and he test¬ 
ified, "Mr. Horsby shot "OLD DRUM". "OLD DRUM", was the only friend 
I had in this world! The defense attorney immediately rose to his 
feet, stating: "I object, 'friend' should be reserved for human re¬ 
lationship". The court replied: "Objection overruled". 

The defense attorney then placed a local veterinarian, Dr. 
William Porter on the stand. He inquired if the doctor was familiar 
with the late dog, and he answered in the affirmative. The attorney 
then inquired, "Dr. Porter, in your professional opinion, was this 
dog worth $500.00?" Dr. Porter replied: "The dog was ten years old 
and wasn't worth fifty cents". The defense attorney turned to the 
Judge and remarked; "Your Honor, it is an obvious waste of time to 
put my client on the stand. I move for dismissal! " 

Young Mr. Vest hurriedly arose and addressed the court: "Your 
Honor, the issue here is one that cannot be dismissed. What is this 
world coming to, if a boy and his dog cannot run across a field? If 
all of us shot every dog that ran across our property, there would 
be very few dogs on this earth and millions of lonely children!" 

He then turned and addressed the jury: "What is a dog, how much 
is a dog worth? The best friend a man has may turn against him and 
become his enemy. His son, his daughter, whom he has reared with 
loving care, may prove ungrateful, those nearest and dearest to him, 
those we trust with our happiness and our own good name, may become 
traitors to their case. The money a man has, he may lose. It may 
flee from him when he needs it the most. His reputation is sacri¬ 
ficed at a moment of ill-considered action. 

Those people who are proned to fall on their knees to do us the 
honor when success is with us, may be the first to throw the stone 
of malice when failure settles its clouds upon our heads. The one 
absolutely unselfish friend a man can have in this selfish world, 
the one who never deserts him, the one who never proves ungrateful, 
or treacherous, ij3 his dog! 

A man's dog will stand by him in prosperity and in poverty, in 
health and in sickness. He will sleep on the cold ground, where 
wintry winds blow and the snow drives fiercely, if only he can be 
near his master's side. He will kiss the hand that has no food to 
offer. He will lick the wounds and sores that come as an encounter 
with the roughness of the world. He guards the sleep of his pauper 
master as if he were a prince, when all other friends desert him.

He remains, when riches take wings, and reputation falls apart, 
his love is as constant as the sun in its journey through the heav¬ 
ens. If fortune drives his master forth into the world~an outcast, 

friendless, homeless, the faithful dog asks no higher privilege than 
that of accompanying him to guard against dangers, to fight against 
his enemies. 

When the last scene of all comes, when death takes the master 
in its arms, when his body is laid away in the cold ground, no mat¬ 
ter if all other friends pursue their way. Their by his graveside, 
the noble dog will be found, head between his paws, eyes sad, but 
open in an alert watchfulness, faithful and true, even until death!" 

After a quiet pause, the judge announced the motion for dis¬ 
missal was denied. He then instructed the jury to retire to consid¬ 
er its verdict. The jury chairman arose and replied: "I don't think 
we will have to retire Your Honor, we have already reached our ver¬ 
dict, 'Guilty as charged'." 

What was the aftermath of this trial? 

1 - Mr. Vest's summary before the jury has become a classic and is 
now known over a hundred years later as "A TRIBUTE TO A DOG". 

2 - This eulogy resulted in a monument of the dog being erected on 
Big Creek, near Warrensburg, Missouri. 

3 - Resulted in George Graham Vest becoming one of Missouri"s most 
renowned orators and sending him to the United States Senate. 

This court battle is considered "One of Missouri's early-day 
historical dramas. 

Yes, elongates can tell an interesting story.

I remember when we were at the convention in Washington D.C, 
The first thing TEC members do is run around to the dealers to see 
what elongated coins we can buy. Some of the dealers more than dou¬ 
ble the price of the elongated coins at the conventions.

All I can say to the TEC mem¬ 
bers is, if you don't order this elongated calendar coin, than 
you'll be sorry later. This will go down in the history of elongated 
coins as a first along with a few other firsts in elongated coins. 

Just by looking at all the months of the year 1976, you see all 
the hard work that went into the making of this elongated coin. Boy 
I really give an engraver credit that does such nice work. I think 
this is outstanding work and the coin is beautiful.

I even taped around the edge 
of the plastic box, so no one would take it out. To me this is a 
valuable coin and some day you too may see it being sold for $500.00. 

Eight now I'm having the time of my life showing off this coin 
to everyone. I know I won't miss any coin club as I'll make sure 
they hear of this beautiful outstanding elongated calendar eoin. So 
thank you Lloyd Wagaman on a job well done. By the way here's Lloyds 
address, Lloyd E. Wagaman, Route 1, Box 195-D, Camby, Indiana 46115. 
The 2i" long half dollar elongated calendar coin Is $3.50 and that 
is a very reasonable price.

The young man also told me that he had 
heard there will be another rolling machine operating soon at an¬ 
other tourist spot in Waikiki, Hawaii and that roller will be roll¬ 
ing out pennies with a Hawaiian Warrior design. Prom what the oper¬ 
ator of the rolling machine said, the men connected with the Hawaii 
operations are connected with the San Prancisco one mentioned by 
Eric Goodwin in his article on page 22 of the last issue of the TEC 
HEWS. Eric Goodman didn't mention the cost of the Fisherman's Wharf 
elongated coin.

Although I can not stand from a high peak and state that I am 
an old time collector of elongated coins, I certainly state they are 
among the most interesting of all numismatic avenues. 

My interest in elongated coins stemmed from my research into 
the various exonumismatic issues which were issued in conjunction 
with the 1904 St. Louis World's Fair. I first acquired an example of 
the rather common Dow #9a about eight years ago. 

Actually, it was this very item that aroused my keen interest 
in St. Louis exonumia. You can imagine how amazed I was when I 
learned that there were more than 20 listed elongated coins from the 
1904 Fair! 

Loaded with the knowledge that there were many different types 
of elongated coins issued at this event, I set out on the task of 
gathering a complete set. It did not take too long, however, to 
learn that gathering all examples was a very difficult task. 

It required five years to narrow the want list down to three 
pieces. You can imagine the sheer delight when in 1974, Christenson 
& Stone listed an example of the ultra rare #23 Halls/Chicago in one 
of their auctions. I wanted the piece so bad that I developed a 
light case of high blood pressure. 

I submitted a bid for the coin. On the closing day of the sale, 
I checked with the ladies and found that my bid had been topped sev¬ 
eral times. 

I remember the situation very well. There I was, 2 a.m. Wis¬ 
consin time, over the phone raising my bid several times to wire in 
the lot. Well, I finally was assured that the item was mine, and I 
had the distinction of owning the highest price elongated coin! 

The elongated collectors community was immediately set afire, 
they questioned the fact that an elongated coin had actually sold 
for a sum in excess of $200.00. Naturally I had a few second good 
thoughts about paying the astronomical price for the coin, but this 
soon disappeared as a couple of higher offers were made for the coin. 

I at that point had narrowed down the list to two pieces, the 
#16 and the #20. From what I could gather, the number 16 was actu¬ 
ally rarer than the #23. Many said that I would never own an ex¬ 
ample of this elusive piece. My best digging could only locate one 
example of this coin. 

Records were however made to be broken and this was the case. 

I finally located an example of the rare #16 and in private treaty, 
broke my own record for the purchase of an elongated coin. Natural¬ 
ly I was happy indeed, to own this rare item. That is not the end 
of the story, because less than a year after I located my first #16, 
another example became available for private sale. I purchased the 
coin and then had the priviledge of owning two of the three known 
examples. 

A few folks learned that I had acquired an extra #16 and imme¬ 
diately I was the target of trade deals and cash offers, as this 
piece appears on the want list of even the most well-known collec¬ 
tors. I chose however, to retain the piece. Finally after constant 
prodding, I offered the duplicate #16 for sale to the highest bidder. 
The item sold for an amount well in excess of the previous record 
selling price of an elongated coin which I had previously broken on 
three different occasions.

The only piece that I need now to complete the St. Louis series 
is the number 20. From what I can gather, the number 20 is not all 
that rare although it is certainly scarce. I guess that I have just 
not run across the right opportunity to obtain one. 

History personified is certainly an excellent way to describe 
early elongated coins. They hearld that which was newsworthy of the 
time in which they were manufactured. Going beyond that fact, the 
trading of rare elongated coins also proves newsworthy as more and 
more people enter the field and as rare examples gain identity in 
the realm of numismatics.
